Tie Elections.
From the Richmond Dispaiohs
The premonitory elections of Tussday settle
the question of the vext Presidency in almost
every man's mind, we suppodfe. Not having
deemed any other resalt probable, we have
not to add to onr deep grief at this result the
sharp paogs of disappuintment,
We conjeclure ihat there will be now no
very vigorous fight over the Presidential eleo-

tion. The whole strength of the parties,
incladipg the lmmensa mesns they had con-
centrated to fvllaence the opinions and votes

of men, having been wxurted apon the atroggle
of Tuesday, we imagine that the defeated
party will hardly contlune the contest. Itls
olearly without hope.

That the ¢auvass has been most wratahedly
mismanaged is indispntable, The nomination
made by the Democrats was the worst they
gould have made out of the list of leading
aspirants they had before them. Tha body of
men who it is snpposed coerced Mr, Ssymour's
nomination professed inexpressible repug-
nanoe to Judge Chase, and yet wera guilty of
the monstrous incopsistency of nominating the
man who attended the Convention with the
avowed object of securing the nomioation of
Judge Chage.

There were two alternatives bafore tha Naw
York Convention—viz., to nominats a man
with & view to his e¢lection, or to nominate ous
wholly upon prinviple. Chase would have
done for Iﬁe first; Pendleton or llendricka for
the second. DBat the Convention avoided
both, and nomivated a friend of Chase, who
bad not his (Chase’s) power, and who yet
wanted the boldness and stamina to main-
tain the principles avowed by the Conven-
tion; therefore there has been a heavy fall
between two stools.

Mr, John Quinoy Adams plainly foresaw this
result. His speech at Colambia the day before
the election was shaped to meet the exigency,
and Mr, fdams deserves very great credit for
his frankuess, his honest and wise advice to
the people of the South. This speech elevates
him in dignity and public respect. We recom-
mend it to the perusal and consideration of
every Southern man. No party can keep this
gountry prostrate or long continue seclional
oppressions and inequalities of rights amongst
the States. It may be that what has happened
at the South has shed emough light to guide
even the more prejudived Northern statesmen
to some policy more wise, more beneficent Lo
the nation at large, than that which they have
go ruthlegsly pressed upon the Sounth.

We can certainly do no better than to be
cheerful, and hope for the best. We say to
the people, in the language of Mr. Adams,
“Call to your aid that grandest of all human
qualitieg—gelf control—and all will yet be
well.”

Revolt in Line of Battle.

The returns, whish at flrst afllioled the
World by their bad ehape, have finally reached
our neighbor in a sufliciently intelligible form
to enable it to filnd out what has happened.
Its leading editorial on Tunursday morning
consisted of two columns of doubly-leaden
wisdom thereby evoked.

They persisted in voting
with the Republicans, and so defeating the
Democrats, for two reasous, we are told, either
of which, if rightly considered, sufliciently ac-
counts for it. First, General Grant was run-
ning ageinst the Democrats. BSecond, General
Blair wag runniog for them. Buat the hand
that showed the gains in Maine has not wholly
lost ita ounning. See bow delivately aud
oharmingly, in the statement of this doubls
reason for defeat, the art of putting things is
illnstrated: —

“T'wo reasons appear, In the absence of elther
of which cur Ulumpn would have been certula,
The:e reasons are such as (o sLow Lhal 4 mas
Jority of the people are really ou our side, and
have been repelled from onr sapport by things
baving no proper counecticn with the merits
of the capvass. If the milliary prestige of
Generel Grant had been out of the scale we
should have succeeded; or, that remalolog, If
the perverslons of General Blalr's position had
been out of the scale, we should have sac-
ceeded,”

“‘The bearings of this observation laysin
the application on it.”” In other words:—

“We msy succeed vel, i we OAD remove or
neuntlralize these adverse 1nfluences, which have
reullr nothing o do with the erits of Lhe
publle gnesiions. Can this be done? It 1s a
grave questlion, fraught with the most mos
menilous consequences, We commend 1t to
the attention, Lo whe imost esrnest reflsetlon, of
the recognlized leaders of the purty, We have
still nearly three woekr for actlon; and wbhere
o gllght & counlerpoise would sutfice Lo turn

thne scalo, prompt acdon—if it bo jadlelous as
well as prompt—wlill secomplish wonders, I,
in & review of the whole sl awtlon, It shall ba
concluded Lhat micinkes have been mode, 1U Qs
better thul Lliey ehould be sorreoted now, than
that the conntry should be dragged through
four mare weary yeurm of strife, to be redoeamed |
then by mesrures of he same Rlod Lhat mwigut,
by a magnliceul exerclse of pluck, bo oy easily
adopted now.”

The “‘magnificent exercize of plunck’ will

not be exhibited, **The adverse influences"
eannot be Yremoved or pentralized.” Deswmo-
cratic candidates, from Seymour to Valland'g-
ham, have a proloaud unoderstandiog of the
art of declining—before the vomioation. They
don't uuderstand the first motion in such a
process after being nominated. It i3 within
the bounds of possibility that by a combiued,
conoeutrated attack of all arms, horse, foot,
and dragoons, the warrior of the ticket might
be made to retreat. Baot as for the civilian,
the World may as well dismiss its crazy hopes,
No miger sver clutchod his gold more closely,
no old maid ever clupg to the hn{m of yet
aobievin watrimony more fondly, than
Horatlo Beymonr olings to the nomioation it
cost him 20 much w win, All things are pos-
sible with the Democraoy, siuce the party of
Andrew Jackson les become the party of
treason; the party of Thomas Jefferson the
party of slavery; the party of Dix the part

of Seymour. The head of the ticket might
then be forced off after all; but it could only
happen, it wonld seem, after some such con-
vulsion of hearts, and throats, and tears as
put bim on,

For the rest, we have only to observe that,
haviog mistaken the symptoms of the Demo-
oratic disease, the World is naturally at fanlt
in prorﬂn%l remedy. The causes of their
defeat last Tuoesday go below and beyond the
mers worthlessnesa and offensiveness of their
candidates, Mr, Frank Blalr's fulminations,
a8 such, are of as little consequence as Mr.
Frank Blair himself. Mr. Horatio Seymour's
weakness and malignity are only more conapi-
ouous, not more dangerous, since he has baen
lifted from his lnnlﬁiﬂuam by a national
nomination. What made thess men not
werely displeasing but odious to the people,

is the faot that they are
of rebellion and rasoality.

On the Fourth of July, In Tammany Hall,
the Democratie party, still great, and with the
presilge of unexpected snocesses, stood at the
dividing of ways. It was almost persuaded to
aocept the issues of the war, to turn its baok
upon the past, apply itself to the queations of
the day in the spirit of the day, and place a

reat statesrman at its head. We do not be-
lieve that it would, even thus, have attained
success. The people had made up their minds
that the men apd party that had saved the
country should rule it. Bat, with such a
policy and leader, the Demoocratio organization
wonld have had a preseut and a fatare. Ia-
stead, falling then into the hands of the
l:ul:afn, it now has neithar. The World calls
in vain for a change of base. A change of
pature is what is needed, and paper bullsting,
on the heels of aront and the eve of another
battle, can work no gsach miracle.

It will be geen that wae attach very little im
portance to the convulsions that are now agi-
tating the leadera of the Demooracy. They
are merely an acknowledgment of the hand-
writing on the wall. Armies that acknowledge
themselves whipped and ready to ran do not
easily change front in the faoce of the eusmy.
Parties that admit themselves defeated by the
popular loathing of their princieles cannot
recall vanishing wiotory by kickiug aside the
candidates who embody those principlea. The
Demooratio party defeated itsell by declaring
for revolution at the Sonth and dishonesty at
Inrge. No changeof candidates can arase that
record. The damned spot will not ent at their
bidding. To seek to conceal it by other can-
didates is sabsurd. Haucock as a fignre-head
wonld not interpose bulk enough to cut off
the eclioss of the Rebel yell of delight with
which the platform was received. Johnson
would only turn the present comedy
into a farce. The name of Balmon P.
Chase is the only one to charm with, and
he will repel their golicitations, However
ambitions he may be, his ambition has not
made him a fool. He knows that to place
him where Seymour gtood, on Vallandigham’s
and Wade Hampton’s platform, would be only
to soil a great name for naught. le knows
that Lis candidacy conld not change the fell
gpirit of the Rebel Democracy, which has
gtartled and shocked the North, Mngh as the
nation has trusted him, he knows that it wonld
gcorn his prowises if he stood on the Dsmo-
cratic platform, and received the support of
the Earty that in three short months has mades
the South as rebellious as in 1500. The bland-
ishments with which Mr, Chase was last night
assailed are in wvain. His enemiss say he
might do much to attain the Presidency; his
worst enemies never accused him of a diaposi-
tion to sell himrell for nothing. And 8o the
distress of the defeated Democracy returns.
